(a) Disodium Carbonate originating in, or exported from, the People’s Republic of 
China, has been exported to India below normal value, resulting in dumping; 

(b) the Indian industry has suffered material injury;

AND WHEREAS on the basis of the aforesaid findings of the designated authority, the 
Central Government had imposed an anti-dumping duty vide notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue), No. 4/2000-Customs, dated the 13 th 
January, 2000, published in Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) of the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary, dated the 13 th January, 2000 vide G.S.R. 39(E), dated the 13 th January, 2000;

(c) The injury has been caused to the domestic industry by the exports originating in, or 
exported from, the United States of America; 


And whereas on the basis of the aforesaid findings of the designated authority, the 
Central Government has imposed anti-dumping duty vide notification No. 40/97-Customs, dated 
the 29 th April, 1997 (G.S.R. 234 (E), dated the 29 th April, 1997) published in Part II, Section 3, 
Sub-section (i) of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, dated the 29 th April, 1997; 


And whereas on the basis of a request by M/s. First Inter Continental Corporation, the 
United States of America for review in terms of rule 2 2 of the Customs Tariff (Identification, 
Assessment and Collection of Anti-dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of 
Injury) Rules, 1995 in respect of exports made by and the recommendation of designatet 
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authority vide notification No. 41/1/99-DGAD dated the 31 st August, 1999 published in the
